Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-16, 18-28, and 30-35 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is US Publication No. 2005/0060584 to Ginter et al. 

Ginter et al. disclose primary and dependent certificates, wherein the dependent 
certificates include various limitations. Ginter et al. taken either individual or in combination 
with other prior art of record fail to teach or suggest the primary and plurality of secondary 
certificates including unique identifying information and an indication of authority of the holder 
of the certificate that includes predetermined maximum payment that the holder of the certificate 
is authorized to validate and an identification of payees for which the certificate holder is 
authorized to validate payments, and authority defined in each of the secondary digital 
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certificates being comparatively more limited than an authority defined in the primary digital 
certificate as recited in independent claims 1,12 and 24.
